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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1-8 are allowed. 

The 112 second paragraph rejection for claims 4-8 is withdrawn since the amendment has 
obviated the rejection. 

The 103 rejection over Rossey in view of Sohda is withdrawn upon reconsideration in 
view of Applicant's remarks. The instant process uses phosphorous tribromide whereas Rossey 
uses thionyl chloride to react with the intermediate compound III. Rossey' s process requires a 
reducing agent whereas the instant involves a hydrolysis step leading to simplification of the 
procedure with higher yield. Motivation to modify Rossey' s process via multiple changes to 
arrive at the instant is not apparent to one of ordinary skill in the art. 

The 103 rejection for claims 4-8 over Rossey in view of George and/or Whitfield and/or 
Perez is withdrawn upon reconsideration in view of Applicant's remarks. George's 
dialkylglyoxyamide is a monomer, whereas the instant is a dimer. Although the dimer compound 
has been described by Whitefield and/or Perez, lacking is the motivation to replace the acetamide 
of Rossey with the glyoxyamide of Whitefield and/or Perez to arrive at the instant process.
